| hope your holidays were joyous, shared with loved 
ones, and that the only events were good ones. Surf 
Pines seemed to have been spared from the brunt of 
the storms. Let’s hope our good luck continues 
through this winter. 


When we began the process of educating Surf Pines 
residents about earthquakes and tsunamis we drew 
upon the expertise of the Nehalem Emergency Prep 
group. The need for preparation still exists, numerous 
new families have moved to Surf Pines and the 
predictions for a future disaster are louder than ever. 


The Emergency Volunteer Corp of Nehalem Bay 

has published all of their materials into one 15 page 
booklet. | would like to take the booklet and tailor it 
to Surf Pines, and bring this subject to the forefront 
again - establishing meeting locations, walking plans 
and storage facilities, if possible. 


Is anyone willing to help chair this effort? How much 
should we do? The county acknowledges that 

the Sunset Beach bridge will be destroyed by an 
earthquake (although they have been working on it 
and possibly retrofitting it for earthquakes) and that 
Surf Pines Lane will most likely flood, leaving us 
stranded. Further information is that 101 will be 





destroyed and that it could be six months before 
there will be a way to reach Portland or even 
Astoria. | would like to provide the best information 
to our residents to allow each family to make good 
decisions about preparation for a disaster. 


| am delighted that the Community Relations 
Committee hosted the October 29 gathering to 
welcome our new residents to Surf Pines. Even those 
families who were unable to attend got the post 

card and indications that we were welcoming them 
into the community. And thank you to the Board 

for attending and helping to host. Especially, thank. 
you to Tricia Gates and the Community Relations 
Committee for spearheading this effort. 


John and the Roads and Grounds Committee 

were asked to develop maintenance plans for the 
remainder of this fiscal year and then for the next 
five years - a list of the work necessary to keep 

Surf Pines an outstanding destination. That way the 
budget can reflect more than just road maintenance, 
including: pump maintenance, changing out lights, 
major house and meeting space issues, gate 
maintenance, maintaining and enhancing the ROWs , 
and Manion property, and developing the park. Look 
for these goals at the start of 2017. 


The Board will hold an Executive Work session on 
Saturday March 18, 2017 to begin the budgeting 
process for 2017/18. We are also considering 
changing the fiscal year to July 1 through June 30. 
This would be a by-law vote, and may be considered 
at the next Annual meeting. The reasoning.is that we 
currently approve the budget after we have spent the 
first month’s dollars. Changing the fiscal year would 
allow a budget vote prior to any spending.
